Eour Seas was Under pressure 
from the City，not the IJHTA， to 
eVict the tenants because of an 
abatement act, said Bush 

Since Four Seas did not feel the 
buildqing was worth repairing， 刘 
chose to demolish the hotel in 
compliance with the abatement， 
he said. 

Eour Seas always had intendced 
to develop the property，so they 
never intended to maintain a hotel 
establishment, said Bush .

Hospital officials present Pre- 
dicted complete loss of all finan- 
cial backing 让 the Commission did 
not grant immediate approval 
that afternoon.

Despite their urgent pleas，hos- 
pital officials never clarified what 
approval date would be accept-

QUESTIONS 

During the lengthy 4-hour hear- 
ing，community ITepresentatives 
numerous ， questions 
whether St. Erancis is and would 
be responsive to the needs of the 
elderly,， non-English speaking， 
and low-income， 

St,， Francis produced a series of 


memorandums， detailing meet- 
ings held with community groups 
and what actions the hospital 
intends to take in the areas of 


affirmative action，bilingual ser- 
Vices，Chinese representation on 
the hospital board，community 
outreach，and supportive servVices 
to existing community heaith pro- 
viders. 


When asked if the full board of 
the hospital bad reviewed and 
approved the memorandums， 
Gustav Knecht，Ppresident of the 
Board，answered,， “no.”Comm- 
unity Spokespersons Present ar- 
gued that Board approval is 
necessary to legitimatize the con- 
tents of the morandums and to 
secure community input into all 


hospital planning. 

David 天 Low，Chinese Hos- 
pital board member，warned the 
Commission that the St， Erancis 
expansion would create unfair 
competition against-the soon- 


to-be-completed Chinese Hospital 


Outpatient Clinic，also financed 
with federal funds， 


Commissioner Charles Starbuck 
stated emphatically: “If 工 had to 
vote today，I would not vote in 
favor of the St， Francis Projiect 


until TI see some evidence that 
there is no conflict between the 
two hospitals.” Throughout the 
hearing, Starbuck asked:each wit- 
ness 让 the St Francis outpatient 
clinic was really needed and 让 
would not duplicate existing ser- 
vices.

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Consult the Community 


The San Francisco population has gradually changed in the 
Past decade.， Due to the influx of Asian immigrants, the ex- 
panslion of Chinatown and other Asian communities，and a 
number of other factors, the Asian population ofthis city has 
noticably increased. 

FEor this reason, traditional service-related organijzations and 
agencies, Such as the St. Francis Hospital, should re-exainine 
their goals and priorities in relation to the changingpopulation 
pattern of the communlity.、 It is not unreasonable, therefore， 
to ask the Hospital to consult the community first when it has 
decided to expand its existing facility. 

Consultation with the community should be an earnest 
effort on the part of the hospital board and staff. It should 
cover a broad base,，begimning with an understanding of the 
needs of the communlity. Furthermore，we feel that St. 
Erancls should work with，and not in competition to, the 
Chinese Hospital.

The effect of a verdict for the 
defense would mean a return to a 
tenant/landlord relationship，said 
Graham，and tenants would not 
gain any claims to possession of 
the hotel. 

The jury，haljf White and half 
Third World，listened impassive- 
]y to over 25 witnesses during the 
last three and a half weeks. 

Plaintiffs had estimated the trial 
would last one day. Defense had 
planned on five to seven days. 

Judge Brown showed growing 
signs of impatience as the weeks 
went by and constantly expressed 
concern for the jury's conven- 
ience， 

Last week's testimonies in- 
cluded an expert witness who 
cited the hotel with repair ex- 
penses which already had been 
三 xed.

Leo Gosliner，testifying -as an 
expert witness for FEour Seas，said 
that hotel needed $250,000 worth

Gosliner，an engineering con-

FRICTION 

While a _ number of internal 
factors are clearly involved in the 
recent leadership changes 一 Such 
as friction between deposed Teng 
Hsiao-ping and Maos wife Chiang 
Ching, andlong-standing disputes 
over economic and educational 
Policies 一 a series of events Prior to 


Chou En-lai's death point to the 


build-up of a major confrontation 
over foreign policy， 

Teng Hsiao-ping's greatest 
crime may have been to advocate 
a Chinese accomodation with the 
Soviet Union 一 Chairman Mao s 
greatest enemy 一 at the expense of 
Sino-American relations， 

As early as September 1975， 


Teng and some of his associates . 


were the targets of an attack in the 
Peking press 一 by young leaders 
close to Mao 一 against “capitula- 
tionists,”a Chinese code word for 
those who want to settle differ- 
ences with the Russians. 

At the same time，however， 
Sino-American relations were 
reaching a _ crisis stage，vVirtually 
tirozen for three years Since former 
President Nixon and then Premier 
Chou En-lai signed the Shanghai 
Communique: 

FRIGCID 

When Secretary of State Kissin- 
ger arrived in Peking in the fall to 
arrange 3a summit meeting be- 
tween Ford and the Chinese，he 
found a less than usually cordial 
reception， And Ford's December 
meeting in Peking was noticeably 
frigid 一 revealing growing doubt 
among Chinese leaders, including 
Mao, that the U.S. would break 
off relations with Taiwan，estab- 
lish full relations with the Peoples 
Republic 一 and，above all，stand 
up to the Russians. 

A few weeks after Fords “no 
Progress”negotiations in Peking， 
China astounded the diplomatic 
world by releasing the Soviet 
helicopter crew held there almost 
two years as“spies,”saying they 
now believed the crew's denials, It 
was a clear signal for a _ political 
and military rapproachement 
with the Russians 一 possibly the 
same sort of opening as the 1971 
“ping pong diplomacy”was to the 
U.S 


As Chou's colleague Teng con- 
tinued to consolidate his own 
national power，VWashington be- 
gan to fearthat the Chinese leader 
whomi Kissinger once called “that 
ugly little man”might be about to 
enact the recurrent American 


nightmare: Chinese reconcilia- 
tion with the Soviets. 
COUNTER MOVES 


But Mao had his own plan. One 
of this century's leading military 
strategists， Mao has throughout 
his career shown both great cau- 
tion and the inclination to take 
bold 'risks at decisive historical 
turning points， 

Bypassing Kissinger, Mao began 
dealing directly with American 
right-wing or anti-Soviet poli- 
ticians out of power jlike Nixon， 
Sen，Henry Jackson (D.，Wash) 


Mao Courts U.S. Rightwing，Seeks Military Alliance

WASHINGTON 一 China is not 
interested in buying American 
weapons or forming any defense 
alliance with the United States， 
according to a congressional dejle- 
gation just returned from a visit to 
Peking April 26， 

“The Chinese had irreconcilable 
differences with the Soviet 
Union,”said Republican William 
Randall,“and they stressed their 
determination to be independent 
and self-reliant.” 


and former Defense Secretary 


James Schlesinger. (Mao has fol- 
lowed a similar strategy in other 
countries by dealing with then 
out-of-power rightists like Brit- 
ain's Dennis Healey 一 now the 
chancellor of the exchequer 一 
and West Germanys Christian 
Social Union leader Franz- 
Josef Strauss.) 

While Mao is the advocate of 
radical and egalitarian policies at 
home，on the international front 
he is more interested in military 
power balances thanm in revolu- 
tionary movements，Internation- 
ally，he courts the right at the 
expense of the left. 

It has taken a long time for 
American political leaders to real- 
ize that Mao，the great radical 
revolutionary, might now be their 
closest Chinese ally，Before his 
death that position was usually 
accorded to Chou，incomparable 
diplomat and statesman， often 
lauded by U.S， analysts for his 
“moderation.,” 

Yet Chou was also a favorite of 
the Russians，and his death in 
January was as upsetting to Mos- 
cow as 让 was to Washington. 
Given the right conditions，Prem- 
ier Chou and his professional 
colleague Teng might well have 
been willing to exercise thesame 
moderation for the Russians as 
they did for the Americans. 

TRANSFORMATION 

Now with Chou dead，Teng 
purged, and another of Chou's old 
colleagues Defense Minister Yeh 
Chien-ying resigning，Maos ef- 
forts to _ court key U.S. rightwing 
politicians seem to be paying of 侍 一 
in the potential of an historic and 
world-shaking transformation of 
U.S. foreign policy. 

That courtship has now resulted 
in the proposal by American con- 
servative politicians of a Sino- 
American military alliance that 
could hem the Soviet Union in on 
all sides militarily， The Russians 
have indicated they would con- 
sider such an alliance a dangerous 
altering of the world balance of 
Power， 

Henry Kissingers recent .PIO- 
nouncements would suggest that 
he views the U.S. as future holder 
of the balance of power in a world 
dominated by the emerging Soviet 
empire，Schlesinger and Reagan 
vocally reject this motion and 
argue for a foreign policy of 
regaining -U.S，supremacy， Both 
sides agree on one thing: the key 
element of any U.S. World strat- 
egy lies in the U.S.-China conn- 
ection , 

Kissinger is the architect of a 
deliberate and cautious use of the 
Chinese connection. Schlesinger， 
now a Reagan advisor and leading 
spokesman for the American right- 
wing on _ military matters，has 
upped the ante 一 advocating U.S. 
arms aid to the Chinese to counter 
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the 45 Russian divisions stationed 
on the Sino-Soviet frontier，And 
Schlesinger has announced he w 记 
visit China this summer，as 这 to 
say he will begin negotiations 
himself :for a new U.S.-China 
-Imilitary alliance. 

Thus simply by sitting in his 
booklined study，Mao，the old 
revolutionary，Imay have pulled 
off one last political sleight of 
hand 一 engineering the trans- 
formation of the old U.S China 
lobby into the new U.S$， China 
lobby. 

LOBBY 

The old U.S. China lobby，

Chinese Refugees in 
Soviet Kazakhstan 


NEW YORK 一 Over 100,000 
people from Central Asian groups 
like the Uighurs，Tatars and Uz- 
beks have fed from China to 
Soviet Kazakhstan,，according to a 
Soviet journalist living in the 
border region. This began about 
20 years ago，but took on mass 
Proportions in the early 1960's 
after Sino-Soviet relations worsen- 
ed， The influx has dwindled in 
Tecent years because the border is 
tightly watched “on the other 
side，the journalist said. 

The Soviet press has alleged 
persecution of non-Chinese minor- 
ities by Peking，but Turakhan 
Nazarov, editor of a local Uighur 
language paper, found the motive 
for flight was “not just discrimina- 
tion 一 they werehungry.” 

According to a Ne YorK Timaes 
article based on conversations 
with Nazarov.and other people in 
the area，the Soviet government 
set up reception centers in border 
towns to _ provide food，clothing 
and medical help to the immi- 
grants, They have been resettled， 
many of them continuing in sheep 
breeding while their children at- 
tend boarding schools，

CAA ADVOCATES FOR MORE 
MANAGEMENT-LEVEL CHINESE

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “Asians 
arent aggressive enough.” 

“We'd be happy to consider an 
Asian for the job，but we cant 
find any Asian whois qualified.” 

“Yes，we hire Asians.， We have 
many Asian clerks and technicians

These employer remarks are 
often heard by members of Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Action(CAA)， 
an organization Which is breaking 
down job stereotypes of Asians 
and pushing for more Asian repre- 
sentation in the job market. 

Eew people know thedifficulties 
involved better than Isabel Huie， 
CAA Pproject .coordinator of the 
Mayors Manpower Affirmative 
Action team. 

MONITORS 

Huie monitors affirmative ac- 
tion programs in companies， She 
speaks with employers to push for 
more Chinese American hiring. 
Huie also disseminatesinformation 
about available jobs，and recom- 
mends names for various boards 


which are seeking Asian repre-- 


Sentation . 

”The program's main push is to 
get more Chinese Americans into 
management positions，where 
they are underrepresented，Most 
Chinese are in clerical，technical， 
or middle-management position， 
saySs Huie. 

Huies job is difficult because 


”employers”，attitudes are slow to 


change, and the current economic 
situation is tight. Many employers 
are reluctant to hire or promote 
Chinese. So penetration into man- 
agement is limiteq 


Despite the difficulties，Huie 
believes it is important to empha- 
Size Chinese efforts to get into 
upper management jobs. al- 
though a greater need forunskilled 
jobs may exist，discrimination 
against ' Asians wii not change 
unless management becomes sen- 
Sitized to the problem, says she. 

Huie points out that CAA and 
Manpower are funded on a year- 
to-year basis. So，with the limited 
time they have, they want to have 
as much impact as possible to 
change discriminatory job Ppat- 
terns，.

As Ilook at the-calendar, it was 
just around this time in the spring， 
49 years ago, that Ileft Shanghai， 
my birthplace, for good. 工 was 12 
then， certainly old _ enough to 
remember things，yet my memor- 
ies of that particular day are dim ， 

Surely my amahn ， must have 
wept that spring day.， She had 
rocked my bamboo cradle and 
wheeled my bamboo pram, taught 
me how to string beads,， scrubbed 
my back in the morning and 
evening，and walked me in the 
French park 一 Parc Koukaza 一 
where the only Chinese allowed 
were the attendants of Caucasian 
children. She kept lacing or bnut- 
1 my high shoes until the day 
工 left， 

The small liner，steaming north 
along China's coast，stopped at 
Japanese-controlled Tsingtao， 
where the beautiful beach was 
barred to Chinese，Three days 
later，in Harbin，we boarded the 
Trans-Siberian train for the long 
journey to Moscow， 

Wespent the summer of 1927 in 
Vienna and in Austria's lake coun- 
ty，where my father was born， 
Then，before they returned to 
China，my parents deposited me 
ataboarding school near Ceneva. 
Idid not know that 工 would never 
see Shanghai again . 

The links to my city of birth 
remained in a flow of letters from 
my French mother，although the 
only news that affected me the 
first year was that my old czcp 
had found a new home. 

My father，working very hard 
to make too much money，still 
managedto visit 下 urope almost 
every year，but .only for a few 
days，He was a brilliant inter- 
national lawyer who pleaded in 
four languages in Shanghais Con- 
sular and Mixed Courts. He served 
as legal adviser to the Chinese 
government and the Bank of 
China，defended big-time swind- 
lers and Bolshevik spies and won a

faithful Chinese wife of one of the 
local tycoons, a Jew from Iraq. 

My memories of Shanghai，gen- 
erally more painful，stretch back 
to _ the triumphant salvo from 
Allied gunboats in the Whangpoo 
River on Armistic Day， 1918， 
when I was 4. In the early 20s, I 
repeatedly heard the bark of 
machine guns and rifles 和 他 om 
beyond Zikawei Creek，the open 
cesspool on the edge of the French 
concession;，TIival Chinese factions 
were exterminating their Prison- 
erTS， 

Still vivid is _ the day Ifirst 
became aware of Chinese resent- 
ment，How old was 工 then? 
Perhaps 10, perhaps only 9. 工 was 
walking home from the French 
Municipal School when，under 
one of the sycamore trees lining 
Route Vallon， stones _ clattered 
close to me. I looked around and 
Saw the culprits，25 or 30 meters 
away: a small grIoup of Chinese 
youngsters，Pprofessional beggars， 
probably. They laughed raucously 
andshouted ugly Chinese words. 工 
felt like running, but boyish pride 
made me keep my pace normal 
and my head erect. 

Those frightening stones deli- 
vered a_ message I would never 
forget. From that moment on 
knew that I was an intruder in 
Shanghai，unwanted and hated ; 
that the color of my skin was 
wIong; that II was a participant， 
however inadvertently, in a kind 
of subjugation , 

There were other painful mo- 
ments. At one of the intersections 
of Avenue Joffre， the Erench 
concession s mmain street，I saw an 
Annamese Policeman Imercilessly 
beat a richsha coolie charged with 
a minor traffic infraction，The 
policeman，a colonial puppet of 
the French，hit the defenseless 
coolie with his truncheon until he 
fell bleeding to the pavement， 
Chinese onlookers watched in si- 
lence and made no move， But 
there was a Smell of anger in the 
alT. : 

Some time later, my young eyes 
witnessed the same kind of brutal 
scene along Bubbling Well Road， 
in Shanghais International Settle- 
ment，which was dominated by 
the British and Americans. The 
sadistic policeman this time was a 
turbaned and bearded Indian 
Sikh; he, too, a colonial puppet. 

Years have passed，and the 
world has become aless indecent 
place， History makes amends: 
With the exception of Hong 天 ong， 
China now belongs to the Chinese， 
and the greedy foreign trespassers 
are gone， The silver dollars my 
father left when he died in Shang- 
hair during World War II are stil 
there. So are his gold bars and his 
potful of Chinese bonds and 
stocks, and the money he invested 
in _ apartment houses for whites 
only. 

Some of my fathers rare Snu 直 
bottles 一 my only heirloom and 
my only remaining tie to those 
days in Shanghai 一 were stolen 
recently from my Los Angeles 
home, It was a cruel loss，bnut 计 
felt like retribution，however long 
delayed. 

My Shanghai， that sinful ajlien 
enclave, is gone. It has grown into 
the worlds largest city，proudjly 
ruled by the Chinese. And now， 
with the loss of those small bottles， 
my sense of guilt about the place， 
formed within me more than half 
a _ century ago，has finally lifted.
